Attorney wishes to discuss how the following arrangement differs from the references 
cited in the first Office action and determine if the Examiner feels the amended claims 
sufficiently distinguish the present invention: 

An agent receives an e-mail message. If the message does not have a certain pass 
generated earlier by the agent, the agent generates a pass and makes it available to the sender for 
the sender to return in a return e-mail message.
